MAKING MUSIC 
MEANINGFUL 


On August 25, The 
Disney Channel pre- 
sents the world pre- 
miere of the third 
annual Disney’s Young 
Musicians Symphony 
Orchestra special. 
Featured as a soloist 
in this year’s concert 
is eight-year-old 
pianist Christopher 
Falzone, who won the 
program’s National Piano 
Competition. Which leads to 
the question: When should 
children start music lessons? 

The sooner the better, say 
the experts. 

Louise Behrend, a teacher 
at the prestigous Julliard 
School in New York, says even 
two-year-olds can benefit from 
general music and motion 
classes. By three, children can 
begin to use kid-sized violins 
and cellos, especially if they 
are learning by the Suzuki 
method. 

According to Behrend, the 
argument is simple: If children 
learn language early, why 
can’t they learn music? In 
fact, it may be more impor- 
tant to develop an ear for 
the sounds and rhythm than 
to focus on identifying notes. 

The key is to help the child 
find the right instrument. 
Behrend recommends ex- 
posing students to violin, 
piano, and cello. “If, however, 
а child has a very definite lean- 
ing to a given instrument, that 
should be respected,” she says. 

Even children who are drawn 
to music sometimes find the 
prospect of practicing frustrat- 
ing. Behrend recommends 
encouraging very young chil- 
dren to practice for only five 
minutes at a time, perhaps six 
times a day. As children 
mature—between ages four 
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and six—they can handle up 
to an hour of practice broken 
up into short sessions. 

The key is that the parent 
must actively supervise the 
children’s practice sessions, at 
least until they are about 
eight-years-old. If the parent 
can help coach the children in 


. tackling the assigned practice 
exercises and pieces, they will 
benefit. Audiotaping or video- 
taping the lesson can prove a 
helpful adjunct to a child's 
practice sessions. 

Behrend warns that there 
are certain stages when chil- 
dren may balk at the idea of 
regular practice. Sometimes 
diminishing interest is caused 
by the sheer fatigue of a long 
school day or by competing 
activities, or it may be a devel- 
opmental growth stage—such 
as adolescence — when nerves 
are on edge. But Behrend 
believes it is up to the parent 
to inspire the self-discipline to 
continue. *The parent who 
says, 1 don't want to push my 
child; makes a mistake." 

One way to re-charge kids 
about their music lessons is 
to offer them a regular outlet

RUNNING SHORT 


SK ANY PARENT: 

the worst thing about 

sending the kids back to 
school is that dreaded early 
morning rush hour. 

Getting everyone ready and 
out of the house is a challenge 
for even the most organized of 
families. A bad start leaves 

parents and kids grumbling 

and frustrated, but a 

relaxed, smooth start has 
exactly the opposite 


According to Ann 
Gambrell, presi- 
dent of 
Creative 
Time-Plus, in 
Torrance, California, the best 
way to ensure an organized 
start in the morning is to set 
the alarm to ring 15 minutes 
earlier than usual. “Fifteen 
minutes is like an hour in the 
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morning, and just that extra 
time will take all the pressure 
off,” she says. 

Having a few extra minutes 
can make a huge difference in 
personal outlook on the day. 
Gambrell also encourages par- 
ents to prepare a master 
checklist for their children and 


attach it to a bathroom mirror 
or closet door. The list—which 
the kids will eventually incor- 
porate automatically into their 
routine—should include every- 
thing necessary to get them 
out the door, from brushing 
teeth to packing a lunch. 

The establishment of a regu- 
lar routine is important, says 
Odette Pollar, director of Time 
Management Systems, in 
Oakland, California. “Especially 
for young children, the more 
you can routinize, the more 
automatic the steps will be.” 

For children who balk at the 


demand to make reasonably- 
paced progress, Pollar sug- 
gests a reward system. For 
example, a child who manages 
to be completely ready at the 
appointed time for an entire 
week can earn an extra trip to 
the park or a special treat. 

Pollar also recommends 
that parents and children do 
as much as possible the night 
before—make lunches, sign 
school papers, lay out clothes, 
and get backpacks ready. 

Gambrell keeps a wicker “to 
go” basket by the back door 
and plops into it anything she 
needs for the next day. 

Once out of the house, one 
mother puts a favorite family 
tape on as soon as everyone is 
in the car, just to give the day 
the best possible spin. 

Because the average family 
crams so much into most week 
days, Pollar encourages par- 
ents to make an effort to con- 
sciously relax the routine on 
the weekends. Sleeping in, 
having a lazy breakfast—this 
makes the hurry-up weekday 
mornings a bit more bearable.

Jackson Browne has enchanted heads of state and small town folks. 
He's inspired the hopes of a few tumultuous decades. And his 
message remains strong and vibrant in the spirit of a newer age. 


For Browne, this Going Home music special 
brings together inspired friends and great 
musicians for an evening of rockin’ poetry and 
harmonic celebration. Sit back and enjoy your 
own box seat at a semi-private musical 
event—an engagement that is both an 
exploration of new songs and a look back at a 
body of work that continues to gain in 
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resonance over time. 

Join Browne and colorful characters David 
Crosby and Graham Nash, who lend their 
angelic harmonies to the poetry of “Lives in the 
Balance.” Browne looks around his theater in 
the round, a Hollywood sound stage artfully 
arranged for this Disney Channel special. In his 
endearingly self-conscious way, Browne

global nature of Browne's repertoire. 

Scenic backdrops are filled with billboard- 
sized landscape paintings reminiscent of 
Browne's memorable album covers. Cameras 
pan across sofas and overstuffed easy chairs 
filled with such friends as Bonnie Raitt enjoying 
the acoustic electricity of a Jackson Browne 
concert. The soft light of Tiffany lamp shades 
illuminates this gathering of fans and friends, a 
couple hundred insiders dressed in lace and 
jeans, cowboy boots and wingtips. 

From the opening chords of Browne at the 
piano, you breathe easy. With the choice 
words seemingly suspended in the air, we 


move gracefully through such 
classics as “Farther Оп” and his 
| first hit, "Doctor My Eyes." Then 
| step into the present with the 
title song from his new album 
"Im Alive." Yes, Jackson Browne 
is very much alive and better 
than ever. 

For a greater perspective on 
Jackson Browne, let's go back 
to his beginnings. Raised in 
Southern California, Browne 
briefly moved to New York in 
1967 and was quickly 
recognized for his distinctive 
songwriting. Among the artists 
who recorded his early work 
were Nico of Velvet 
Underground fame, Johnny 
Rivers, the Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band, and Tom Rush. 

Browne's own first album 
appeared in 1971 and 
proved an immediate popular 
and critical success, propelled 
by the compelling tune 
"Doctor My Eyes." 

Browne also contributed 
his talents to a new band 
called The Eagles, co-writing 
their first hit (with Glenn Frey), 
the country-rock anthem 
“Take It Easy." His own 
version of the song appeared 
on the 1975 album For 
Everyman. Late for the Sky in 
1974 further enhanced 
Browne's reputation for writing 
articulate and passionate lyrics, 
and by 1976, The Pretender 
broke through to Billboard's 
Top Five. Running on Empty, 
Browne's brilliant concept 
album about life on the road (recorded in 
various situations: onstage, on tour buses, in 
hotel rooms) hit number three in 1978. His 
follow-up, 1980's Hold Out, made it all the 
way to Number One. 

If Browne's albums since have not achieved 
that pinnacle in terms of sales, they have 
proved no less provocative. Lawyers in Love 
(1985), Lives in the Balance (1986), and 
World in Motion (1989) each displayed a deft 
mixture of songs dealing with love and politics. 
Few artists have been as vocal on issues 
ranging from nuclear power to Central 
America—and Jackson Browne continues to 


perform countless benefits for numerous 
causes, big and small. 

Our first glimpse of Browne in the 90s is his 
latest milestone, lm Alive, an album that 
draws an honest, heartfelt portrait of the artist 
today. This time around, politics take a back 
seat as Browne explores uncharted realms of 
his heart and soul once more. — 

After a self-imposed recording hiatus, we 
learn what Jackson Browne's been up to in the 
interim. “Writing, living a life," he confides. “I 
actually thought | was going to be quicker, but for 
me, it's a process of figuring out what to talk 
about—and there is a certain amount of personal 
excavation into your own pysche and what 
matters. Especially when the world is changing 
so much, you know? I’m also not very good at 
integrating my creative life with other 
pursuits—parenthood, for instance. And by the 
way, parenting is very creative, too." 

Sound familiar to baby boomers who have 
become the guardians of the next millenium? 
Is life more complicated now than it was in the 
'60s? And you younger viewers—can you 
imagine being your own parent? "But there is 
only so much of you to go around," Browne 
continues. “The simple answer is that I'm lazy, 
and | work slow, and | have high standards that | 
sort of meander toward.” 

You'll appreciate those high standards in this 
special presentation of great renditions of such 
Browne classics as “The Pretender,” “Running on 
Empty,” “Before the Deluge,” “Everyman,” and 
“In the Shape of the Heart.” Bringing us full 
circle to the poet in the ‘90s are Browne's 
emerging standards “Too Many Angels” and 
“My Problem Is You” (created with producer 
Don Was, who has worked with such talents 
as Bonnie Raitt and Willie Nelson). 

Many of us feel as if we have grown up 
with Jackson Browne, using his songs to 
help define our lives. When asked how we 
are doing, Browne laughs softly. “You mean 
as a generation?” he replies. “Well, | have a 
lot of friends who are older than me, anda ` 
lot of friends who are younger than me. And 
| have a lot of strong relationships with a 
number of children of varying ages. | think 
about who is here now.” And how is Jackson 
Browne doing? He laughs again, more 
heartily, and admits, “т alive."

"The interviews became, in effect, the ‘Trial 
of Richard Nixon,’ the trial that America 
never had,” Frost continues, “and they 
brought about a tremendous catharsis." 
This in turn allowed for a most astonishing 
comeback: Richard Nixon, having reached 
a political nadir, was to be elevated in a

the wise man consulted and praised by 
later Presidents, including President 
Clinton, for his advice on foreign affairs. 
"The irony,” Frost explains,“ is that on the 
one hand Nixon admitted far more than he eve 
planned to admit; on the other hand the fact 
that he did admit it was later his ticket back." 
When Frost recalls the interviews now, the 
scale and risk of the whole enterprise stagge 
him. Negotiations were protracted; many 
people pronounced the project impossible: 
Nixon would never agree to surrender contra 
of the interviews to Frost. When looking for 
advertising sponsors, Frost was continually 
rebuffed. “Half of the companies approached 


wouldn't have anything to do with Nixon," he 
recalls, “and the other half were trying to 
make people forget they ever did.” 

When Frost finally did sit down with 
Nixon—after both men had assembled teams 
of aides, advisers, and researchers—the first 
session ran two and a quarter hours, “far 
longer than I’ve ever talked continuously with 
anyone in front of the camera. And this was 
only one-twelfth of the proceedings. Mind- 
boggling.” The resulting interviews were a 
condensation of 28 hours of face-to-face talk. 

The two men were not strangers: Frost had 
interviewed Nixon 
during the 1968 
presidential campaign

attacking him." Frost found his role of 
Grand Inquisitor changed to that of Father 
Confessor. Eventually, near tears, Nixon 
made his own extraordinary admission: “| 
let down my friends, | let down my country, 
| let down our system of government." 

Not all the sessions were so highly or so 
fiercely charged. When the conversation 
turned to areas of justified triumph for 
Nixon—the rapprochement with China, the 
SALT talks, the Middle East—Frost had no 
need other than to provide the setting for 
Nixon to tell his own story. Frost was

"Nixon probably thought it would be a 
talk show,” says Frost. “He underestimated 
the amount of research | would do.” The 
two clashed during many sessions. On the 
subject of Watergate Frost assumed the 
role of prosecutor—the “Grand Inquisitor” 
Nixon called him—while Nixon staunchly 
defended his record. 

On the subject of Watergate Frost 
scored heavily when he quoted the statute 
on obstruction of justice, following a 
challenge by the former President, who, 
though a lawyer himself, did not know the 
statute. Then when Frost read line by line 
from the conversation with John Dean, in 
which the former President appears to be 
involved in a plan to buy the silence of the 
Watergate burglars, Nixon reacted 
physically—recoiling as if from body blows. 

“Nixon realized it had gone completely 
wrong,” Frost says. “And he came prepared 
to volunteer the next day. It was a 
question of listening to him and being 
prepared to push him, rather than

Henry Kissinger. 

“One of the reasons 
for our abiding interest 
in Richard Nixon is the 
degree to which he is 
an enigma,” Frost says. For example, most 
interview subjects grow tense on camera— 
Frost chats with them beforehand to keep 
them relaxed. With Nixon, the problem was 
reversed: “In an interview, when he was 
interested in a question, he was totally 
absorbed: there was no shyness, no lack of 
talk.” It was off-camera that Frost wondered 
how to get him to unwind, since Nixon 
proved almost incapable of small talk. On 
one occasion, grasping at straws, Frost 
brought up Brezhnev, whose name had been 
in the paper that day. Without the shadow of 
a wink or a smirk Nixon declared—quite 
seriously—“Oh, | wouldn't want to be a 
Russian leader. They never know when they 
are being taped." 

But perhaps the greatest surprise for Frost 
came at the very end, when the two men, 
who had spent so many close, tense, 
emotional hours together—at times 
combative, at times cordial, but always 
standoffish—came to say their good-byes. 
The former president had stiffly called his 
adversary “Mr. Frost." Now Nixon took 
Frost's hand and addressed him with genuine 
affection as "David."
